colonies and eiu-h other and the moth- 
er country, and a tariff wall against 
all outside countries. This would make 
of tbe present British empire, to all in- 
tents and purposes, a federation of re- 
publics, with a tariff based upon dis- 
tinctively protection lines. 


It was but a brief time ago, relative- 


ly speaking, when no Intelligent Eng- 
lishman educated In British traditions 
would listen patiently to a defense or 
apology for the protective tariff princi- 
ple. It was a pestilent economic hcre- 
»y, completely exploded and damned 
beyond redemption by the modern 
school of philosophy. The last word 
bad been said upon the subject, and 
there was no longer an issue which ad- 
mitted of argument. The American at- 
titude was looked upon with Impatient 
contempt. It was an outgrowth of 
American {-rudeness, rawness. Igno- 
rance and contempt for authority. It 
was simply an Instance where the un- 
learned legislators for a democracy, 
unwilling to learn save by experience, 
had gone off after a misty nnd explod- 
ed heresy of the past through lack of 
knowledge of trae economic laws and 
their working. 


There has been much of late to upset 


this serpne and blind confidence In 
free trade. Other countries have re- 
fused to play the parts as-signed to 
thc-m by the great preachers of free 
trade. The United State1?, which was 
to furnish Great Britain with food and 
raw materials and become the great 
market for British manufacturers, has 
under the heretical protective tiriff 
forged to the front us a manufacturing 
nation la a manner which has aston- 
ished the world. Moreover, while ac- 
complishing this bbe has rnihcd the 
Standard of wages ami of living among 
lier people to such heights as were 
never dreamed of in the past. 


From the position that protection

The jcr<>c<-r's nanie was 
Hii.'J.s KublUi:*', :»:«! the immediate 
cau^v.- of the •niarr.-l w.'ib the arre»t!ng 
of two of his horses in the elector's 
territory, he being a subject of the 
e!<--tor of Brandenburg. Falling to get 
rttire->». he idojitetl vij.flt vv...s tLeii a 
perfectly legal e\i*-d!ent and declared 
formal war on the realm of Saxony. 
Tho declaration was accepted in due 
form, and the war began. 


Thx» extraordinary part of the story 


is thut the gnx-<T kept the war up for 
nearly six years practically single 
handed and even went to the t-xtreinity 
Of declaring war on his own sovereign 
in the meantime before he was caujrht. 
He burned far:ns and even villages, 
employed mercenaries after the fashion 
of the times and made himself the ter- 
ror of the district. He was Hnally in- 
fluenced to stop hostilities by Luther, 
and after he had taken the sacrament 
from his hands he was betrayed Into 
a further act of hostility by treachery 
and, being captured, suffered death on 
the wheel after refusing nn act of 
grace which granted him the painless 
and honorable death of the sword. The 
story Is perhaps the strangest of all 
the romances of that romantic age.

Unquestionably this has 
given a good deal of dissatisfaction 
and caused a good deal of discourage- 
ment in many quarters. But it should 
not 
Temporarily improved rations 


may show a change for the better in 
the fat of the milk, but it is small and 
not permanent. 
Consequently thoso 


Tvho have tried it and jound that there 
was no continuous improvement gave 
up the work and fell back into old con 
dltlons. There is only one thing to say 
to such men. It is necessary often to 
change the cows first and then chang* 
the feed. Doing the latter without the 
former will often produce no good, re- 
sults. 


Wet or Dry T«nt«. 


It is a little surprising, but it ia nev- 


ertheless true, ttmt we are in receipt 
of an inquiry from a dairyman as to 
•whether it is better to milk with wet 
or dry teats. We had supposed that 
this question was settled in the mind 
of practically every dairyman worthy 
of the name, says Hoard's Dairyman. 
It is not only a lilthy practice to wet 
the teats, but it is liable to produce 
chapped conditions. If for any reason 
the teat needs a little lubricating, usa 
a small quantity of vaseline for that 
purpose and under no circumstances 
whatever attempt to milk with wet 
teats.

head for three of our poorest milk 
cowi. No sooner said than done, and 
tho Mud Lake farm was minus three 
of its low gwtlo milkers. We reasoned 
out of the dairy philosophy that if it 
paul to got rid of the low grade milk 
cows at any price it surely would pay 
to get rid of them at $51.U(! per head, 
says 1">. A. Kent of the Iowa duiry 
commission. 


This is a great year to weed out the 


unprofitable milk cow. She is worth 
more for beef at present than she ev er 
sells for as a milker. The poor milker 
can be sold for enough money to buy a 
good one in the fall. Many are taking 
advantage of the situation, and no 
doubt many more will do so ere the 
beef famine is broken. The only dan- 
ger is that the farmers will sell their 
cows short and continue the shortage 
in butter until tho good milk cow bo- 
gins to perform in the price circle. The 
dairy cow sustains the same relation 
to the rest of the cattle kind in the lluc- 
tuntion of prices as does real estate to 
stocks and bauds—last to rise and last 
to fall. Wo would advise weeding out 
the old dairy mattls and all cows that 
make no profit at the pnil, but we 
would also drop a word of warning 
against Belling tho milking herd too 
close. The present anomalous prices 
of beef are very tempting, and one i« 
liable to let a pietty good milker go. 
when half ft hundred dollars! Is .shaken 
in his face for just a common cow, Ir- 
common tlOhh, weighing about 1,100, 
pounds. Such usually bring $23 or $30 
for beef.

But off flavored crc-ain has some value, 
although less value than good cream. 
Only three things are possible—mix all 
together and damage the whole churn- 
ing, return tbe poor grade and lose the 
patronage and insure heavy loss to the 
patron, or grade and pay for each grade 
according to approximate value. 


It takes a man with a trained nose 


and trained taste to grade cream. It 
can be done by mechanical tests, but 
practically th« human senses are to be 
relied upon, and a man without these 
senses well developed 13 out of placu 
in a creamery. 
TVe are speaking of 


gathered cream plants and believe that 
an ambition to get into the best class, 
best in honors and best in payment, 
can be stimulated among the patrons 
and that time put in showing the pa- 
tron how ha can get there and stay 
there will be very profitably spent- 
This Is something more than theory, 
for it has been made an accomplished 
fact in so many cases that it must be 
acknowledged to be practical. We do 
not mean that grading cream, holding 
in different vats and churning sepa- 
rately hnve become everyday 
prac- 


tices in creameries, but that' keeping 
out tb« -worst and churning It after- 
ward can be done and that rushing di- 
rect for the home of a patron with a 
road horse and road cart has done won- 
ders in Improving the cream of those 
patrons. In all such cases tbe butter 
maker should not stop to argue or talk 
much, but speak to the point and leave 
at once without listening to excuses or 
^criminating palaver.

a single one—Mr. Schurz has oven 
Been a day of rc-al war, arid his part 
in our civil war was inconspicuous. 
His complaints at that time and his 
suggestions as 
to how operations 


should he con-ducted were rebuked by 
Mr. Lincoln over his own signature. 
What 
then 
-does 
this indictment 


amount to but the Culmination of a 
few civilians, imairnifying an except- 
ional case or two of cruelty, but in- 
fluenced in the main by hearsay, sus- 
picion, and general dibgruntl<-nu-iit? 


On the other hand, \v«' have the tes- 


timony of eminent civilians and sol- 
diers, who have traveled all over tho 
archipelago, -who have participated in 
ihe history tha* has IHH-II made th^rc, 
and who ar» regardfrt as men of vor- 
acity.

of railroad, which is greater than the 
railroad mileage of all Europe and 
nearly twice as great as that of the 
balance of the world.

The nerves, then, and the brain cen- 
ters corresponding to them are awake. 
A busy lawyer, exhausted by over- 
work, one night went out to supper 
with some friends, ate, talked and 
walked with them, nud the next day 
remembered absolutely nothing of the 
occurrence. He had not been drinking. 
The man was simply asleep during the 
whole evening. His conscious mem- 
ory—that is. consciousness itself—slept.

Cultivating Ginger. 


Ginger is made a matter of scientific 


culture in Jamaica. It is propagated by 
cutting up small pieces of the root, and 
if possible, rich, cool soil from recent- 
ly cleared woods is selected for it. It 
is a great impovcrisher of the soil and 
grows so luxuriantly that in a short 
time n little piece of root will spread so 
as to produce nearly a pound of new 
roots. The sets are planted iu March 
or April and get to their full growth 
about September. 


The roots are dug usually in Jamaica 


In January or February. 
They are 


washed, exposed to the sun until thor- 
oughly dried and packed In parcels of 
about a hundred pounds each. In order 
to dry them more rapidly they are first 
scalded in n little copper pot in order 
to destroy life, of which the roots ere 
very tenacious. 
White ginger 
aiici 


black ginger are from the same roots. 
the difference arising from methods of 
curing. Roots for sugar preser\ Ing are 
dug while quite young, before the 
stems ure more than five or six Inches- 
high.

METALLIZING TEXTILES. 


Russian Scientist Invents 
MetLcd 


AVlth. u Inliiue Feature. 


A method of metallizing textiles elec- 


trically which is said to affoi d the poo 
Bibility of impregnating the thickest 
piece of cloth either thoroughly or 
only on its surface with any kind o/ 
metal has been invented by Dr. K. 
Donalowski of llu&siu, says Kugineer- 
Ing. The object is attained by nn eleo- 
trical process of sepurution of the dif- 
ferent salts from a gtvcn metal by ao- 
cumulation of the separated metal in 1 
cathode. 


There can be used copper, iron, sli- 


ver, nickel and any of the mctubi 
tvhlch can be sepaiated from their 
salts by electrolytic action. The testila 
has to go through n prepnrutory tru-at- 
tuent before r,°ady tor the process of 
metallisation, consisting of impregnat- 
ing The suit with a solution of the salt 
of a certain metal. After the cioth ha? 
been impregnated it is submitted to 
treatment with oxidized sulphur, wblcb 
causes the metal to be separated from 
the solution in n sedimentary mans, 
which, being very fine, intrudes into 
the cloth, uniting closely with its tibcn 
and settling down on its surface. 


When the cloth is thus made ready, 


It is put int»> an electrolytic tub fillpd 
with a solution of the salt of the klml 
of metal which is to bo coated upon It 
and brought in contact with the posi- 
tive surfiuv of au electrical device. 
The power of the current, ns well as 
the contents of the tub, has to be regu- 
lated for each case respectively. 


Asphalt. 


Asphalt is found in the provinces of 


Syria on the banks of the Dead sea, 
flouting on the surface of its waters 
Through the action of earthquakes the 
asphalt has been torn from the bottom 
of the sea and driven toward the shores, 
especially to the east. The narratives 
of the Greek and Ilomau historians to 
the effect that asphalt as small islands 
was upheld by the salt water and driv- 
en over the surface of the sea are with- 
out doubt true. This nsplinlt and gen- 
erally the oriental or Egyptian is pure 
and expensive nnd used principally in 
the manufacture of a certain kind of 
varnish, but for general purposes, ow- 
ing to its brlttleness as well, is useless 
in the asphalt industry. — American 
Asphalt Journal.

All unstirred frozen mixtures are 


pat-kid in this manner. Wheu ready 
to sirve, wash the mold with cold 
water to remove the brine and wipe per- 
fectly dry, take off the cover and paper, 
Inveit the luohl on to a dish and let the 
ice slip out. If it cloos not do so read- 
ily, wrap a cloth wrung from warm 
water about the mold. Never dip in hot 
water, as this causes the Ice to melt, 
nr.d it presents an unsightly appear- 
ance. 


A bisque ice Is delicious and simple 


to prepare. Crush fine and sift sonia 
macaroons. Cut half a pound of sul- 
tann raisins In halves, extract seeds, 
co-, or with one cupful of orange juice 
and let stand over night 
Whip one 


pint of cream to a stiff froth, whip in 
gradually half n cupful of the maca- 
roon crumbs and three tablespoouful^ 
of sugar. Cradually add raisins and, 
freeze in n mold.

"M. Mos.se 
thinks," says tho Kevue SclcMtitlque, 
"that this treatment probably acts by 
nlknlinlzntton of the humors In the 
same way as the treatment by the al- 
kaline mineral waters of Vichy. He- 
sides this, potatoes contain oxydases 
and bring to the tissues ferments fa- 
vorable to those oxidations that are 
habitually retarded in diabetic patients. 
The (juanti^y of potatoes thut should 
bo taken by the Invalid varies from 
two and a half to three fiines that of 
the bread eaten! But altered potatoes 
nhould not be employed. When Jellied, 
they contain sugar. In too warm a 
medium they bogin to sprout, and theJr 
germination ulso develops sugar as 
well ns Milnnin." 


Tho writer 
remarks thnt In th* 


spring, when potatoes are Hcnrce nnd 
not very good, potato breud may bn 
lined to advantage, although 
little, 


known. This iu prepared by mlxinK lu 
proportions varying from onc-qiuirtcr 
to one-third wheat flour with mushed 
potatoes. This food tnhtes enough like 
ordinary bread to iniiftc it palatable to 
persons who feel that they must havo 
plenty of tho latter. The use of tho 
potnto instead of bread deprives the 
body of certain useful phosphates thnt 
are contained in the latter, but this ob- 
jection iwfty be removed, we are told, 
by nddlutf ogffs to the diet, especially 
tnejrollu.
